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The Importance of Packaging in Overseas Trading 
By F. J. Briggs, Jnr. 


Chairman, Southern Area Institute of Packaging 


ACKAGING products for export is complex. It would be an 

exaggeration to say that each overseas market calls for separate 

treatment. But the requirements of every market must be examined 
separately before goods are despatched from this country. The follow- 
ing paragraphs review briefly the problems that most frequently arise, 
and suggest how they may be handled. For convenient reference the 
subject may be divided into three main parts: (1) Official Regulations 
and Restrictions; (2) Market Requirements and Preferences; and 
(3) Transport, Storage and Handling. 


Regulations and Restrictions 


Many countries have formulated rulings which govern the packaging 
and marking of goods entering those countries. ‘These rulings are, in 
fact, imperatives. They must be recognized and obeyed by the exporter 
before his goods can obtain access to the market at all. For instance, 
there are frequently strict regulations governing the marking and 
identification of outer cases for Customs and other purposes. There 
are additional fiats about the labelling of inner containers, with special 
reference to the disclosure of contents or formulae, and the claims 
made for the goods on the labels. 


Some countries penalize the use of certain materials such as glass 
or earthenware for containers. This is done by rigorous import 
restrictions or applying prohibitive duties. Other countries will not 
permit the use of such materials as straw or unfumigated flax rug for 
protecting inner contents. All these are typical examples of regulations 
that can easily be traced by reference to official sources of information. 


Market Requirements 


Designing packs to satisfy market requirements involves a very 
wide range of problems. Many are governed by imperatives just as 
strong as those described above. Packages that would be acceptable 
or suitable in some countries may be anathema in others. It is necessary 
to have a thorough understanding of the markets in which the goods 
are to be offered, and to keep the various points concerned clearly in 
mind. In most of these cases these will tend to reduce the manu- 
facturer’s range of choice in matters of colour and design motif, if 
the product is to be offered to a wide range of countries. There are 
many factors to be considered, and we may group them under the

following sub-headings: Competition, 
Attitudes. 

Before entering a market it is wise and desirable for the manu- 
facturer to arrange a display in which his product is shown beside those 
of his competitors. This will reveal whether his product is likely to

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secure favourable, or at least equal, attention, in terms of eye appeal. 
It is not, however, merely a matter of visual attractiveness. The manu- 
facturer will also want to know the range of sizes it is necessary to 
offer, and the method of grading them. Where the product is sold by 
net weight, it is usually desirable to adopt the range of sizes that is 
already familiar to consumers and the trade, and to mark them in the 
units that they recognize. In determining the range and sizes, the 
manufacturer must pay particular attention to the purchasing power 
of the market to be tackled. In many countries characterized by low 
average earnings a considerable proportion of the total turnover may 
be accounted for by very small units of sale. For instance, in the case 
of medicinal products, single dose units may be of first importance, 
and the manufacturer providing small and inexpensive enough pack- 
ings will often find that he can comb a much greater market than he 
could possibly reach with a packing which, due to its size, is more 
expensive than the average person can afford. 

The question of language is another obvious example. It is not 
necessary to quote descriptions and prices in the local language or 
dialect, but obviously they must appear in a language that is accepted 
for commercial usage in the country concerned. Instructions for use, 
and warnings about dosage are of prime importance in medicinal 
products, and it is therefore necessary to express them in an idiom 
widely understood. Even where our own language is sufficiently 
understood for descriptive purposes, care must be taken to avoid 
verbal complexities, which will pass unnoticed in English-speaking 
countries, but overseas will be at best meaningless, and at worst 
annoying and even harmful. The ideas expressed in sales literature 
and in advertising slogans must also be carefully checked so that they 
do not offend national or religious susceptibilities abroad. 


The exported product, to be completely successful, must also bear 
comparison with its competitors in the matter of convenience to the 
local shopkeeper. The number of units packed in an outer, and the 
dimensions of the outer as well as its strength, are often key points. 
Obviously, it is no use packing any item in ten gross lots if such a 
quantity is likely to represent two years’ supply for the average retail 
outlet, and in such countries even wholesale channels will prefer to 
receive packings which are a convenient size for immediate distribution 
without the need for breaking down and repacking. In brief, it is 
necessary to conform to the characteristics of the intended retail 
outlet, and before this can be done with any hope of success it is 
necessary to obtain precise information from an on-the-spot repre- 
sentative. 


Package Design for Overseas 


In designing a package for export it is essential to take into account 
the retailing conditions which are customary in the country or countries 
concerned. A pack that can hold its own in the spacious and well-lit 
shops of a civilized city may be lost in the gloomy, overcrowded bazaars 
of the more primitive communities. The importance of this factor is 
accentuated by the fact that in illiterate markets the actual product 
display is the principal medium of publicity, and even if additional 
advertising media are used, there will have to be a close association 
between the reproduction of the package in advertisements and its 
appearance at the point of sale. Many products are intensively ad- 
vertised by their overseas distributors, and in such cases the manu- 
facturer should see to it that the package design used is of a character 
easily recognized amongst its competitors. On the other hand, for 
display in modern stores it may be necessary to take into account the 
special requirements of packaging for self-service. It is clear, therefore, 
that to make the most of an export opportunity in an unfamiliar 
market, a certain amount of research is essential. 

Many of the most successful packages for a variety of products are 
those which bear upon them a picture of the contents, or the effect 
created by the contents when properly used. Export packs are actually 
more likely to benefit from a suitable illustration than those intended 
for the home market. A good picture has an immediate effect and 
replaces a great many words, in any language! At the same time it 
must be realized that many pictures valuable in a European market 
will have a lesser value, and sometimes even an adverse effect, in 
other continents. The proposed illustration should therefore be sub- 
mitted to an overseas agent with local knowledge and experience, who 
can advise upon the changes necessary to bring it into line with foreign 
ideas. 

The problems connected with consumer attitudes and preferences 
are equally fundamental. In some markets certain colours and design

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motifs will create quite intense preferences and prejudices towards 
the product concerned. For instance, green must be used very circum- 
spectly in Mohammedan countries; blue and white, in China, are 
symbols of mourning; in Switzerland, the owl is an omen of death. 
In Czechoslovakia, a red triangle is the sign for poison; and in Turkey 
a green triangle signifies a free sample. There are many such prejudices, 
restrictions and usages throughout the world. Some amount to taboos. 
On the other hand, certain colours and symbols associated with good 
luck may help to win acceptance for products whose packages embody 
them. Care must be taken to ensure that a brand-name is pronounce- 
able, and that it does not offend any prejudice, or convey any confusing, 
false or unfortunate meaning in the local tongue. 


Transportation, Storage and Handling 


When deciding upon the type and quality of outer containers and 
packings to protect the goods during transportation, storage at various 
points in the distribution chain, and handling conditions at various 
ports and railheads, there are always conflicting claims upon the 
manufacturers’ attention. On the score of economy he will wish to 
keep his bulk packings as light as possible. At the same time it is 
essential to take into account the degree of rough treatment and hard 
handling they are likely to experience before being finally delivered to 
their destination. Apart from the weight of the completed package, 
where really long distances are involved either by sea, rail or road, 
it is also desirable to minimize the space occupied. Proper checking 
of the relative importance of all the factors involved can only be done 
with the aid of information gathered by experts at each stage of the 
proposed journey. 

With bulky items, like machinery, it may appear obvious that con- 
siderable economics will be obtained by despatching them in a partly 
or completely knocked-down state, but this cannot safely be decided 
upon without first establishing that proper re-assembly facilities are 
likely to be available at destination. The packing method used must 
take into account also the number of times that bulk is broken during 
the progress of the goods to the point of sale. Some goods are consigned 
first to a sole agent, from him to sub-agents, thence to wholesalers 
and finally to retailers, and in such cases the packages used need to 
be much stronger than if the goods pass only through two or three 
hands. Similarly, where one sea and one rail journey is all that is likely, 
the packing problem is much simpler than when this sequence is 
followed by additional road journeys and perhaps even final delivery 
by mule or bearer. 


The proper preservation of different types of goods from the effects 
of various climates is another factor that cannot safely be ignored, and 
which cannot be undertaken without detailed knowledge of local 
conditions in various parts of the world. It is as uneconomic to over- 
pack as it is unwise and in some cases useless to under-pack. Balancing 
the claims of economy with those of proper protection is a difficult 
business. The incidence of insect attack of various kinds is another 
matter that demands specialized local knowledge or local investigation, 
not only in connection with the type of bulk packing used but also 
with the individual or primary packages. 


In all these matters, variations occur not only from country to 
country, but in the case of markets that are continental in scale (the 
United States is a good example) there may be wide variations between 
different parts of the same country. In some territories there are con- 
siderable differences between day and night temperatures, seriously 
affecting the efficiency of certain package types unless the problems 
have been foreseen. 


The Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, can supply most 
helpful information on many of the marketing questions involved in 
the export of goods from the United Kingdom. And the major sup- 
pliers of packaging materials are able to furnish specific information 
about the packaging of products for export. Experience has shown 
these companies to be generous in their co-operation and profound in 
their knowledge of packaging requirements.

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Train More Young Persons

Mr. JOHN HARE, Minister of Labour, speaking at the Industrial 
Training Council Conference at Church House, London, on Novem- 
ber 29, warned industry that unless many firms decided to take on 
more boys for training it would be impossible for industry as a whole 
to discharge the responsibility which its leaders had undertaken for 
such training. 


Mr. Hare said: “This is an urgent problem. The figures show that 
last year we had 570,000 school leavers available for employment. 
Next year we expect 90,000 more and in 1962, 150,000 more than 
there were last year. These increased numbers place a heavy responsi- 
bility on us from two points of view. On the one hand, we shall have 
failed in our duty to these young people as individuals if we do not 
give them the opportunity of leading a full and satisfactory life — this 
must include the opportunity of a job which measures up to their 
talents. On the other hand, we shall be falling short in our duty to 
the community as a whole if we miss the opportunity of the “bulge”’ 
to build up our supply of trained manpower — a commodity which we 
have been persistently short of for nearly 20 years.’ 


Continuing, the Minister said they were fairly confident that the 
additional numbers of young workers would be absorbed without 
much difficulty into employment of one sort or another, although 
there were areas, chiefly in Scotland and parts of Wales and Northern 
England, where there would be difficulties. ‘Our experience of absorb- 
ing the “‘little bulge’’ in 1958 and 1959 was encouraging. Then, even 
in areas suffering relatively badly from adult unemployment, school 
leavers were absorbed into work fairly rapidly,’ he added. 


During 1959, he said, 5,500 more boys entered skilled occupations 
than in 1958. But during the same year 24,000 extra boys left school. 
As a result, the percentage of boys entering skilled occupations dropped 
slightly. In 1961 there would probably be 40,000 more boys leaving 
school than there were in 1959. In 1962 there would be 70,000 more. 
If entry to skilled trades was to keep pace with these numbers, much 
higher increases than that achieved in 1959 would be needed. Under 
the pressure of technological developments, the pattern of employ- 
ment was changing rapidly. Greater numbers of technicians and 
technologists are required. With wider opportunities of higher educa- 
tion, particularly on the technical side, more of our young people 
were now starting their careers at an older age and at a higher entry 
point. But there was no doubt that what was being done now fell 
short of what was needed, said Mr. Hare. 


The Minister went on to say that the efforts of the leaders of both 
sides of industry, through the medium of the Industrial Training 
Council, had been directed towards securing the general recognition 
and acceptance by the individual firm of its duty to do more training. 
Unless thousands of firms up and down the country decided individu- 
ally to take on more boys for training, it would be impossible for 
industry as a whole to discharge the responsibility which its leaders 
had undertaken. Many of the large firms were already making a major 
contribution towards training — though there were exceptions — and 
there were also enough small and medium sized firms with a good 
training record to show that it was not only the bigger firms who were 
able to train. ‘I have little doubt that many large firms with their 
great resources will increase their contribution still further during the 
“‘bulge.’’ Some are already doing so. But in many sectors of industry 
the greatest scope for increasing training lies among the medium and 
smaller firms.’ 


‘The “bulge” presents an immense opportunity and challenge. 
Though there have been some encouraging signs, it is by no means 
clear that this challenge is going to be adequately met. But if industry 
fails to meet the challenge —if when the “‘bulge’’ comes it is seen 
that enough young people are not getting the opportunity of skilled 
training — then I foresee that there will be such a demand for Govern- 
ment action of one sort or another that the basic doctrine that the 
responsibility for training rests with industry may be subject to 
pressure that will be very hard to resist. I think this would be very 
unfortunate. I hope, therefore, that all the industries represented at 
the Conference, both management and workers, will go back to their 
undertakings determined that the challenge of the “‘bulge”’ will be 
successfully met. I am sure that it can,’ concluded Mr. Hare. 
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L.A.F.T.A. Should Promote World Trade 
— Mr. F. J. Erroll 


THE LATIN AMERICAN Free Trade Association was referred to 
by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, when he spoke 
to the London Chamber of Commerce on December 1. He said that 
he had heard a good deal about this on his recent trip to South 
America. All the countries which he had visited were either members 
or prospective members of the Association. He had the opportunity 
of a talk with the members of its Provisional Committee which had 
its headquarters in Montevideo. 

The intention of the Association was to remove all trade barriers and 
tarifis between the member countries over the course of the next 
12 years. The members hoped that this would lead to increases in 
productivity and also give an added incentive to investment in Latin 
America because the markets for industrial products made there 
would be widened. At present the volume of trade which the members 
conducted with each other was modest, but he thought they were 
taking a realistic view of the prospects. 

The object of the Association was to increase the prosperity of its 
members and if it was successful in this it ought to result in an increase 
rather than a reduction in trade between Latin America and the rest 
of the world. He was sure it would be worthwhile for British exporters 
to watch those developments closely and sympathetically. 


The Cost of Corrosion 


‘I BELIEVE it has been estimated that the cost of corrosion to our 
national economy in Britain alone is £600 million a year. That means, 
if my arithmetic is right, that rust costs over £1,000 a minute’, said 
Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
at the Corrosion and Metal Finishing Exhibition dinner in London 
on November 30. 

He went on, “The exhibition shows that it is being met and that 
it is being overcome. What can be done, and is being done, is well 
demonstrated at the 150-odd stands at the exhibition.’ 

He had no doubt whatever that the exhibition would help greatly 
to convince overseas customers that British goods were worth buying 
not only because of their excellence of design and workmanship but 
because they wore well and lasted well, and because they were well 
serviced and the instructions for their maintenance were clear, 
precise and easy to carry out. 

The Corrosion of Metals Group in the National Chemical 
Laboratory was the largest single body in the United Kingdom 
engaged in corrosion research on the civil side. It not only carried 
out a carefully planned programme of its own; it was also willing to 
carry out research on a contract basis into the corrosion problems 
of individual firms and associations.

THe 90TH ANNUAL REPORT of the deputy master and comp- 
troller of the Royal Mint, which is now available, deals with matters 
of general interest and gives facts and figures about the year’s 
production of coins, medals and seals. 


Topics include a concise account of the evolution of coinage, 
from the barter of the ancients to the cupro-nickel token coinage of 
today; the various metals, and other materials, used in the known 
world are discussed, with the circumstances which lead to their 
abandonment, and ultimately to the alloys of our present coinage; 
such unfamiliar materials as porcelain, pasteboard and plastics are 
referred to, the latter in connection with future possibilities. 


The highlights of the year are the record output of over 707 
million coins, some third of which were for the United Kingdom, 
and two thirds for overseas Governments; the completion of a 
considerable coinage of sovereigns; the changes in the demand for 
the United Kingdom denominations, with apparently, a glut of 
shillings at last; progress with new Nigerian coinage; new coinages, 
for Iraq (including the largest diameter coin struck for 300 years) 
and for the Sultan of Muscat and Oman, with a reference to some 
of the problems involved in designing a new coinage. Overseas 
Governments for whom work has been done range from Iceland 
to Uruguay and Burma.

28,685 tons of rubber remained cen for sale on December 1. 
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RECENT DEVELOPMENTS in equipment and methods have made it 
both possible and economic to achieve much higher degrees of 
integration in data processing procedures. These opportunities are 
of obvious interest and importance to any organization which handles 
data on any considerable scale. 

Though the rate of progress in exploiting the new opportunities has 
differed considerably between countries, it has for some time been 
evident that a study of experience in the United States would be of 
interest to Europe. For this reason the European Productivity Agency 
of the O.E.E.C. sponsored the recent mission to the United States 
which I had the privilege of leading. Our report*, which will be pub- 
lished shortly, has been written with the primary object of creating 
a greater awareness among management of the advantages of an 
appropriate degree of integration whenever data processing activities 
are being reviewed — especially where the introduction of a computer 
is being considered. 

It is impossible, in this relatively short article, to cover adequately 
all the aspects of our investigations. I have therefore confined myself 
to describing, as far as possible in the mission’s own words, achieve- 
ments and prospects in the United States, some of the problems 
Americans have encountered in installing E.D.P., and management 
education. I hope that these may stimulate your interest sufficiently 
to make you want to read the report itself. 


The Concept of Integration 


The best definition of integrated data processing (I.D.P.) that we 
could produce was ‘the development of the most streamlined and 
automatic flow of data that is practicable throughout an organization.’ 
Integrating data processing necessitates an organization-wide approach 
and the recognition of the inter-relationship of all administrative 
activities, soth at data processing is planned with the requirements of 
all the ultimate users in mind. A high degree of integration involves 
the initial recording of all the data required in connection with a 
transaction or occurrence in an automatically readable form, so that it 
can subsequently be processed in such a way as to minimize both the 
need for human intervention and the repetition of operations on the 
same data. 


Achievements and Prospects in the United States 


Although it is less than 10 years since computers were first used for 
business data processing, considerable progress has already been 
achieved. Further advances seem to be assured by the large sums being 
expended by both manufacturers and users on developing new 
equipment and procedures. 


Outstanding attempts are currently being made by some of the 
larger American organizations to realize extensive schemes for 
integrating their data processing procedures. One of the best examples 
we visited was a manufacturing concern which was co-ordinating 
its procedures to form one integrated flow from the receipt of the 
customer’s order to the costing and accounting after the completion 
of production. Such areas as payroll or invoice preparation, instead of 
being regarded separately as major ends in themselves, had been 
considered in proper perspective, that is, in relation to the many other 
important requirements. 

Such examples were both challenging and encour’ zing, but the 
extent to which the possibilities of integration have so far been 
generally exploited was, if anything, slightly disappointing. However, 
it is still early days. As the success of the earlier pioneering operations 
becomes apparent, it seems likely that other organizations will soon 
follow their lead. 


In the meantime, many of the more progressive organizations are 
now working on limited integration schemes in such areas as sales, 
purchasing and production control. These applications have often 
been most successful where large volumes of data are involved, as 
have certain specialized applications such as insurance work, public 
utility billing, banking and some government installations. In these the

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routines are relatively standardized and a computer is well suited to 
handling and storing the large volumes of data. 


Information for Management 


One of the most valuable fields in which computer techniques are 
being developed is in production of faster and better information for 
management, particularly through the use of exception reporting 
techniques. Many of the organizations we visited stressed the im- 
provement in the quality of the information provided to management 
through the use of computers — the earlier availability of reports in 
itself was often a material improvement. 


With higher degrees of integration, it will be feasible to combine 
different flows of inter-related data within the E.D.P. system and thus 
provide management information based on a wider range of inter- 
dependent factors which affect decisions. These possibilities form part 
of current thinking in the United States, though admittedly we saw 
little evidence of practical attempts to improve reporting in this way. 

Often improved knowledge or better control resulting from the 
computer’s ability to scan the whole contents of large files of data at 
great speed (without danger of exceptions being neglected) led to 
important savings or increases in efficiency — for example, in produc- 
tion control, where frequent reviews can be made of such items as 
orders scheduled for production, and in stock control applications. 


Another area where computers have been particularly valuable is in 
sales reporting. Several concerns said that reports on the deviations 
from sales forecasts had greatly helped in directing sales tactics. 


Effects on Organization 


In some cases, computers themselves are taking over various 
categories of routine decision, and making them more rapidly and 
reliably than before. This is, of course, only possible when decisions 
are based on factors which can be defined and quantified. Such cate- 
gories include the control of allocations and re-ordering of stocks, 
parts scheduling, the preparation of sales quotations and delivery 
promises, and the re-allocation of stocks between agents or shops to 
maintain supplies of fast selling lines. 


As routine decisions of this kind are taken over, there must ob- 
viously be changes in the duties of the managers concerned. For 
example, a factory manager may be able to spend on more constructive 
planning the time previously taken up with emergency decisions to 
keep work flowing through the factory. 

In most undertakings, data processing organization tends to be 
split up into sections. These reflect the purpose for which the data are 
required, although the data are often processed in other sections for 
different purposes. It seemed to be generally accepted that the effect 
of computers on such organization structures will ultimately be funda- 
mental and far reaching, because the increased degree of integration 
which they offer will cut across many traditional inter-departmental 
boundaries. 


Problems of Installing E.D.P. 


No major change in methods of data processing can be introduced 
without some difficulty and anxiety. In this field, United States 
experience is remarkably similar to our own. 


Role of Top Management 


The importance of firm management direction and interest to the 
successful installation and operation of an E.D.P. system was empha- 
sized repeatedly. Responsibility should be placed at a high level in the 
organization. Indeed, in view of the organizational issues involved, 
this is essential if a high degree of integration is to be attained. The 
most successful installations seen by the mission owed much to 
management support. 

There is a growing realization of the time and effort needed to plan 
and install any E.D.P. routine. In the past, difficulties have often been 
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caused or aggravated because management has pressed for results 
earlier than was reasonable. This attitude has resulted partly from 
failure to appreciate the complexity of the problems; but sometimes 
also from reluctance to allow any expenditure of money or time on 
research and development which did not seem to contribute directly 
to profits. We saw, for example, existing punched card procedures 
being transferred to a computer without any real assessment of the new 
possibilities. A more realistic approach can be expected as the potential 
of E.D.P. becomes more widely realized. 


The Initial Study 


The first action for top management is to authorize the initial study. 
The main purpose of this is to produce a report which will enable 
management to assess the economic and other advantages of intro- 
ducing E.D.P. and to weigh these against the effort and risks involved. 
A pattern for this stage is now clearly established and does not differ 
greatly between the United States and Europe. 


Until the study has been completed, management cannot know 
whether it will prove desirable to go ahead with the introduction of 
E.D.P. and will not, therefore, wish to build up a large team of 
specialist staff or incur other long-term commitments. More organiza- 
tions than in Europe have therefore used outside consultants to help 
their own staff to prepare the initial study. As in Europe, few of the 
smaller organizations have a specialist methods team, and even where 
one exists, its members are unlikely at the start to have much practical 
knowledge of E.D.P. In such cases, consultants have been used both 
for preparing the initial study and later, while a team of the right 
calibre was being built up. 


The initial study has sometimes tended to be concentrated too much 
on the selection of equipment and has restricted consideration of the 
system to a quite rapid appraisal of whether the favoured equipment 
could be used economically. Experience has shown that a far sounder 
approach is to spend more time on the design of the proposed system, 
and to prepare a preliminary statement of the requirements of the 
job in sufficient detail for equipment specifications to be defined with 
real confidence. If it is decided to go ahead, these requirements can be 
circulated to the manufacturers of potentially suitable equipment. 


The delivery date for equipment should be settled with particular 
care. In the past this has too often been determined by the manu- 
facturer to fit his own production schedules. The user has then been 
faced with two alternatives: leaving an expensive installation idle; or 
hurriedly attempting to programme some application for the com- 
puter without adequate preparation. 


Importance of Sound Estimates 


When assessing the justification for the introduction of new methods, 
particular difficulty can arise over placing a value on such intangible 
advantages as better management reporting and better customer 
service. Nevertheless, to reach a proper decision, management must 
evaluate these factors, which may well be critical ones, as best it can. 


Initial Costs 


The difficulties of estimating the time and effort required to design 
the new methods, collect the initial data and install the procedures, 
were frequently emphasized — especially at the start when the team 
lacks experience and the extent of the problem is largely unknown. 
Most early users have stated that particularly they underestimated 
computer programming costs which form a large proportion of the 
total. 

The period during which the old and new procedures must normally 
be run in parallel has often been longer than anticipated. This can 
be a material item. It involves not only the cost of running two systems 
but also that of comparing their results. 


Frequently, too few magnetic tapes have been provided for — par- 
ticularly where large quantities of data have to be stored for long 
periods. 


Operating Costs 


Salary costs have often been underestimated through overlooking 
such factors as: 


(a) The continued programming which is needed after the initial 
period, both for producing supplementary programmes and 
revising original plans to keep in line with changing circum- 
stances; 

(b) Increases in salaries required to keep staff as they gain experience 
in this new field. 
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There is a tendency to consider that cards and stationery are too 
small an item to justify either close estimating or strict control. Yet 
these may account for as much as 15 or 20 per cent. of the annual 
costs. 


Savings 


Expected savings of staff are often not achieved. Common reasons 
have been that: 


(a) More small jobs remain after the main load of work has been 
taken over by the computer than was anticipated in the initial 
study; 

(b) Though planned savings of junior staff may be achieved through 
natural wastage, non-essential work may have to be found for 
more senior staff if there is a no-redundancy policy; 

(c) It may be difficult to reorganize work within a section so that 
these partial savings of several employees’ time can be con- 
solidated. Unless care is taken, Parkinson’s Law will begin te 
operate. 


Education 


It is well-known that the United States is a long way ahead in 
providing training for management. Each year many thousands 
of graduates go on to two-year postgraduate courses in business ad- 
ministration. 

Over 100 American university schools already have computers. 
Many more have access to nearby installations. As a result, in some of 
the leading engineering and business schools, most of the students now 
gain some direct knowledge of computers. This development has been 
greatly assisted by the enlightened policy of various computer manu- 
facturers who have presented or lent equipment to educational 
establishments. In this way they subsidize a flow into industry and com- 
merce of trained personnel who are conscious of the possibilities of 
E.D.P. In addition, they provide a source of programmers and com- 
puter engineers to meet their own staffing requirements. 


Business Games 


Computers have stimulated development of the new technique of 
management or business ‘games’ which are being increasingly used for 
management training both at educational establishments and in 
industry. Most of these games are concerned with general management, 
though some are designed to teach specific techniques, such as 
production control and inventory management. 


In a typical game, the computer programme simulates mathe- 
matically a particular business environment. A number of teams, each 
representing a different company in the industry, competes. Each team 
is given the opening data about its own company and required to 
make a series of inter-related decisions on such factors as quantity 
and quality of its products, selling prices, amount to be spent on such 
items as the development of new products, advertising, and the levels 
of investment in fixed assets and stocks. As each round of decisions is 
completed, it is passed or transmitted to the computer. The 
computer uses the ‘model’ to determine the resultant position of each 
company, say three months later. 


Detailed results are calculated in a few minutes. These are passed 
back to each team, which analyses its own results and makes a further 
round of decisions for the next quarter. The game might cover a period 
of, say, five years, to allow time to illustrate the long-term effects 
(which may be very different from short-term ones) of the various 
teams’ policies, both internally and upon each other. 


Conclusion 


The potentialities of integrating data processing procedures offer a 
challenge which competitively minded management cannot afford to 
ignore. But integration, like any other change, can only be justified 
to the extent to which it promises to pay off. 

Equipment costs in the United States, when converted at the current 
rates of exchange, are almost identical to those in Europe. By contrast, 
the American levels of wages, salaries and other costs are usually at 
least twice as high as they are here. This means that in the United 
States it is much easier to achieve savings that provide an acceptable 
return on the cost of an installation. Economic factors must, therefore, 
encourage a more rapid development of computers in the United 
States, as has been the case with punched cards. It is right that we 
should benefit as far as possible from American experience. But it is 
equally important that we should not apply it blindly and should take 
account of this costs differential. 
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Retail Sales Again Steady in October 


FINAL CALCULATIONS show that the level and pattern of retail 
sales in October was similar to that of recent months. Trade in the 
clothing and footwear sector was again particularly buoyant and, 
apart from durable goods shops, trade was active in other sectors 
also. 

The seasonally adjusted index of the value of total sales was 112 
for October, which is the same as the index for September and much 
the same as that for the third quarter as a whole. In relation to a year 
earlier, the increase in the value of sales was rather more than 3 per 
cent. (but less than the provisional estimate of 4 per cent.), which is 
also much the same as the average increase in the third quarter. But 
the slightly downward trend in the volume of trade continued. After 
allowing for an increase in retail trade prices in October of about 1 per 
cent. on a year earlier, the volume increase was between 2 per cent. 
and 3 per cent., compared with volume increases of about 3 per cent. 
in the third quarter and 3 to 4 per cent. in the second quarter. 


Durable Goods Shops 


Sales by durable goods shops continued to show a substantial fall. 
The two main categories of shop (furniture shops and ‘other durable 
goods’ shops*), both showed decreases in October compared with a 
year earlier that were about the same as in September but greater 
than the average for the third quarter. Sales by furniture shops con- 
tinued to show a smaller decline than sales by ‘other durable goods’ 
shops, but among furniture shops the sales of multiple retailers

continued to fall and showed the largest decrease over a year earlier 
(nearly a third) since hire-purchase restrictions were re-imposed at 
the end of April; sales by independent traders were at about the same 
level as a year earlier, Prices of durable goods in October were between 
1 per cent. and 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier, as against an 
increase of about 1 per cent. in the third quarter, so that the decline 
in the volume of sales continued to be greater than the fall in turnover. 


* ‘Other durable goods’ shops comprise radio and electrical goods shops, 
radio and cycle, etc., shops, electricity and gas showrooms. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Clothing and footwear shops again reported particularly active 
trading. For the group as a whole, sales in October were, as in Septem- 
ber, as much as 13 or 14 per cent. above a year earlier, after showing 
substantial increases (10 per cent.) in both the second and third 
quarters. This high level of trade was shared by each of the three major 
kinds of business. Footwear shops, women’s wear shops and men’s 
wear shops all showed even larger increases than in the third quarter. 
Prices of clothing and footwear as a whole continued in October to 
be between 1 and 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Food Shops 


Sales by food shops in October were 3 per cent. higher in value 
than a year earlier and, with food prices showing little change on a 
year earlier, the volume of sales was about the same as in recent 
months. In the second quarter the volume of sales was higher than a 
year earlier by 3 to 4 per cent.

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Hire-Purchase Debt Down Again in October 


HIRE-PURCHASE and other credit instalments outstanding to 
household goods shops and finance houses at the end of October 
were {7 million less than a month earlier. This brings the fall since 
August, when the first downturn occurred after the slackening rate 


of increase following the end-April restrictions, to £15 million, or 


an average of £5 million a month. This contrasts with a monthly 
average rise of £25 million in the period free from restrictions from 


November 1958 to April 1960. 
Credit sales of household goods shops showed some seasonal rise 


‘m October but remained about 30 per cent. less than last year, as 


‘in previous months since the April restrictions had their full impact. 
‘Within the total, sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods shops, 


down by one-third compared with October 1959, continued to show 


a larger decrease than furniture and furnishing shops, where sales on 
credit were 25 per cent. lower. 


New credit extended by finance houses, contrary to experience in 
October last year and in the year before, showed no rise compared with 
September, and was about one-quarter below October 1959. Large 
falls were shown in new and used cars, caravans, motor cycles, house- 
hold goods and pedal cycles, and only for industrial equipment was 
the figure higher than in October last year. 


Tables 1, 1a and 2 have, as explained in more detail below, been 


, revised in the light of the results of the Census of Distribution for 


1957. Table 4 was revised on this basis in the Board of Trade Journal 


. of October 7, 1960. Table 3 has been omitted pending revision. 


Description of the Statistics 


Four types of instalment credit, apart from personal loans by banks 
and finance houses, in use in this country by consumers may be dis- 
tinguished. Firstly, hire-purchase agreements, under which the goods 
are hired to the customer but become his property on payment of the 
last instalment. These agreements are the most usual type in use, 
particularly for the larger durable goods such as cars, furniture, 
cookers, refrigerators and television sets. Secondly, credit sale agree- 
ments, under which the goods become the property of the customer on 
delivery. These agreements are usually of shorter duration than hire- 
purchase agreements, typically about nine months or under, and are 
used mainly for clothing but also for bicycles, television sets, refriger- 
ators and cameras. Thirdly, budget accounts, a form of revolving credit 


used mainly for clothing but also for durable goods, particularly by 
department stores. Fourthly, checks issued by a shop for purchases 
at its own counters, or more commonly by a check issuing company 
for purchases at a specified list of shops. These are credit vouchers 
and are used mostly for clothing. 


The monthly statistics given in this article relate to the hire-purchase 
and other instalment credit sales of household goods shops, including 
gas and electricity showrooms and the household goods departments 
of department stores and co-operative societies, and to the transactions 
of finance houses nearly all of which are in the form of hire-purchase 
or credit sales agreements. Credit is, of course, extended not only 
by shops and finance houses but also by mail order houses and credit 
traders calling on customers for orders, but these are not included 
in the figures. Retailers other than motor dealers directly finance 
most of their own hire-purchase and other instalment credit sales; 
the relatively small balance not directly financed by them is financed 
by finance houses. In the latter case the retailer arranges the agree- 
ments between his customers and the finance house. Some agreements 
originally made with retailers are discounted by finance houses, but 
these are included in the debt owed to shops in Table 1. 


Finance houses also directly finance nearly all instalment credit 
sales of motor vehicles together with some farm, industrial and com- 
mercial equipment and non-household goods, such as caravans, 
portable sheds and garages. Some manufacturers finance the instal- 
ment credit sales of their own products, and their figures are included 
with those of finance houses in Tables 1 and 4. 


There are thus broadly two types of contributors — finance houses 
and retailers, together accounting for the bulk of credit business in 
durable goods. A sample of finance houses send in monthly figures, 
sub-divided among the commodities shown in Table 4, of the value of 
new credit extended during the month, together with a figure of 
the total value of instalments outstanding at the end of the month. 
From these figures Table 4 and the debt owed to finance houses 
shown in Table 1 are derived. Contributing finance houses also give 
the number of new agreements entered into during the month in 
respect of five of the commodities and these figures are used in deriving

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the details shown in Table 5. At quarterly intervals they give an 
analysis among broader commodity groups of instalments outstanding, 
which with the addition of the debt owed to household goods shops, 
make up Table la. 


In the case of the sample of contributing retailers, the monthly 
figures relate to the total value of goods sold on credit, that is including 
the initial down payment or deposit as well as the credit extended to 
the customer. These figures are the basis of Table 2. Retailers are 
allocated to the kinds of business, e.g. furniture and furnishing shops, 
in accordance with the types of goods in which they specialize. The 
majority of retailers give figures for four or five week periods and the 
figures for those who work in terms of calendar months are conse- 
quently adjusted to the weekly basis before incorporation in the 
statistics. Retailers also give a monthly figure of total instalments 
outstanding on agreements made with them. These figures constitute 


the total debt owed directly to household goods shops, shown in 
Table 1. 


Rebasing on 1957 Census 


Apart from the fact that all the index numbers in the accompanying 
tables are related to the year 1957, instead of to July 1957 as in the 
past (the figures for finance houses were changed to the year 1957 
basis in the article containing the August 1960 figures, those for 
household goods shops appear on this basis for the first time in the 
present article), the results of the 1957 Census of Distribution have 
been used to secure a more up-to-date representation of the various 
sizes and types of shop in the aggregates and to re-classify a few of the 
contributing retailers where the Census showed a change in their 
kind of business. The effect on the month-to-month movements of 
the figures has not been great. The new estimates of credit sales in 
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1957, derived from the Census, which are used to combine the different , 
kinds and sizes of business, differ little from the estimates, in the form 
of weekly average trade in July 1957, which were previously used. 


Past Articles 


For reference the following past articles in the Board of Trade 
Journal, marking various stages in the development of the hire- 
purchase statistics, may be useful. An article announcing the decision 
to start collecting these statistics and describing the information it 
was proposed to collect appeared in the Board of Trade Journal of 
October 22, 1955. Until July 1957 the statistics were concerned 
mainly with hire-purchase agreements but their scope was extended, 
as announced in the Board of Trade Journal of August 16, 1957, to 
include credit sale agreements. On February 28, 1958, a revised series - 
of estimates of amounts owed to finance houses was published. These 
new figures were derived in the light of the comprehensive data of 
finance house business which had been collected as part of the Inquiry’ 
into the Distributive and Service Trades for 1956 and published in 
the Board of Trade Journal of April 11, 1958. More accurate estimates 
of the growth in debt to household goods shops, made possible by the 
information on credit trading in 1957 provided by the Census of 
Distribution, were published on August 21, 1959, while in the Board: 
of Trade Journal of November 13, 1959, the index numbers of new 
business of household goods shops were provisionally re-weighted 
on the Census results, a process which has been carried to finality in 
the index numbers given in the present article. The article of August 
21, 1959, also discussed the scope of the monthly hire-purchase, 
statistics in relation to the rest of credit trading. The index numbers 
of new credit extended by finance houses, rebased on the 1957 Census 


results, were first published in the Board of Trade Journal of October 7, : 
1960.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday November 30 


Cotton Industry Grants 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked if he would state the amount of Treasury funds already paid 
for the scrapping of machinery under the provisions of the Cotton 
Industry Act, 1959; and what his estimate of the total cost was to the 
Treasury for the scrapping of machinery under this Act. 

In reply, Mr. Maudling said that £8-3 million had been paid from 
public funds up to November 25. The total cost to the Exchequer 
would depend on factors such as the outcome of the Finishing Schemes 
and may fall between £12 million and £13 million. 


Thursday December 1 


Imports of Clocks from Western Germany 


Asked if he would state the number and value of clocks that have 
been imported into this country from Western Germany in each of the 
last three years; and what proportion the figures represented of the 
total number and value of clocks manufactured in the United King- 
dom, Mr. Maudling gave the following figures:

Friday December 2 


International Patent Office 


The President was asked whether he would consult the representa- 
tives of other countries with the object of creating an international 
patent office; and whether he would enter into negotiations with the 
members of the European Free Trade Area to secure greater unifica- 
tion in the laws relating to patents. 


Replying, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
said that arrangements had already been arranged for the views of 
experts from countries - members of the European Free Trade Area 
as well as those of the European Common Market — to be sought on 
the possibility of creating an International Patent Office, and some 
preliminary consultation had recently taken place. The establishment 
of such an Office would tend towards greater unification of the patent 
laws of all countries which recognized it. 


Tuesday December 6 


Finland and EFTA 


Asked what was the policy of Her Majesty’s Government towards 
the application of Finland for membership of the European Free 
Trade Association, in view of the Russo-Finnish trade agreement, 
Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, said the Government were still 
studying the new Finnish-Soviet agreement and would wish to 
discuss this with their EF TA partners at the earliest opportunity. 


Machine Tool Industry Recommendations 


Asked what steps had been taken to carry out the recommendations 
of the Mitchell Committee on the machine tool industry, Mr. Niall 
Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said in reply, that the 
recommendations were all being actively examined by the machine 
tool industry and the several Government Departments concerned. 


Hire-Purchase 

Mr. Niall Macpherson replied ‘No, Sir,’ to a question on whether 
the President would introduce legislation to ensure stricter control of 
hire-purchase companies. He said the President had not had any 


consultations with hire-purchase companies over their proposal 
for a rating system for personal credit. 


Trade Office in Moscow? 


Mr. F. J. Erroll was asked what requests the President had 
received from the Institute of Directors regarding the setting-up in 
Moscow of an office to assist British businessmen seeking trade with 
Russia; and what steps he would take to facilitate such a development. 


He replied: ‘My right hon. Friend has not received any such 
request. He will, however, neglect no opportunity of reminding the 
Soviet authorities of Her Majesty’s Government’s view that the 
establishment by industry of an office or offices of this kind could 
make a substantial contribution to the development of trade between 
the two countries. The Commercial Counsellor is of course giving all 
the help he can to visiting business men.’ 


{500,000 Order from Russia 


In reply to a question on what facilities were provided by the 
department to the David Brown Corporation to assist them to obtain 
orders from Russia worth £500,000 for their electronically-controlled 
gear-cutting machines, Mr. F. J. Erroll said: ‘During the negotiations 
leading to the conclusion of this very satisfactory contract the Cor- 
poration sought and received advice from my Department and from 
the Commercial Department of the British Embassy in Moscow.’ 


Closure of Cinemas 


Mr. Macpherson was asked to state the number of cinemas which 
had been closed in each of the last five years: and what proportion 
the total formed of the number of cinemas in operation five years ago. 


He said the numbers for the years 1955 to 1959 were 93, 224, 216, 
263 and 489 respectively. The total of 1,285 represented some 28 
per cent. of the number of cinemas open at the December 31, 1954. 
43 new cinemas opened and 149 cinemas reopened in these five years 
giving a net reduction overall of 24 per cent. 


Business and Companies Registrations 


Asked what was the estimated annual loss suffered by his depart- 
ment in respect of business names registration and company 
registration, Mr. Macpherson said that on business names registration 
it was estimated that in the last financial year there was a deficit 


of £19,000 and on companies registration there was a surplus of 
some £64,000. 


Cotton Exports and Government Aid 


The President was asked whether he was aware that cotton goods 
exports for October had fallen from 31 million Ib. in 1959 to 25 
million Ib. or square yards in 1960, whereas imports of grey cloth 
had increased from 43 million to 49 million square yards, and for 
the first 10 months of this year had risen from 363 million to 490 
million square yards; and, in view of the fact that the Lancashire 
cotton industry received a grant last year of £30 millions in order to 
assist it to increase exports, what action he was taking to ensure the 
best use of this money. 


Mr. Macpherson replied that the purpose of the Government 
assistance to the cotton industry was to help to make the industry 
compact and fully competitive in export markets. Since the equip- 
ment of the industry was in its early stages, the full effects of the 
Government’s assistance were not yet apparent, though there had 
already been a marked improvement in efficiency. 


Trade with East Germany 


The President was asked whether he was aware that, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Federal Government of Germany had not officially 
recognized the German Democratic Republic, nevertheless they had 
for many years had official trade agreements with that Government, 
that negotiations were now proceeding for a new official trade agree- 
ment between the two countries; and whether, in view of this, he 
would invite the same officials who were representing the German 
Democratic Republic in the current trade negotiations with the 
Federal Government of Germany to visit this country to discuss 
wn his officials the signing of a similar trade agreement with Great 

ritain. 


In reply, Mr. F. J. Erroll said: ‘No, Sir.’

United Kingdom and Pakistan Double Taxation 
Agreement 


DISCUSSIONS were held from November 18 to 28 between the 
representatives of the Central Board of Revenue, Pakistan, and the 
Board of Inland Revenue of the United Kingdom to negotiate a new 
Agreement for the Avoidance of Double Taxation between the two 
countries. Agreement was reached at the official level, and a draft 
embodying the terms of the new arrangements was initialled on 
November 28. The draft Agreement will now be submitted to the two 
Governments for approval. 


Sweden and Czechoslovakia 


ACCORDING to a statement by the Swedish Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs an appendix to the Trade and Payments Agreement between 
Sweden and Czechoslovakia was signed on October 7, 1960. The 
appendix covers the period November 1, 1960 to October 31, 1961. 


Certain modifications of the list of products have been arranged 
including increases in the quotas for Swedish exports of fresh or 
frozen fish, iron ore, pulp, hides, hard rubber products, machines 
for the foodstuffs industries, office machines, ball bearings and 
electric accumulators. Quotas have also been established for the 
export of breeding animals and meat including pork. The agreement 
envisages increases in Czechoslovakian exports including tron and 
steel, ferro alloys and antimony as well as certain chemicals such as 
cresol and medical raw materials.

New Food Regulations 


THE CHILEAN Ministry of Public Health, in Decree No. 377 of 
August 12, 1960, have promulgated new regulations governing the 
manufacture, storage, sale, import, export and distribution of food- 
stuffs. 

Article 17 of the Decree, which covers imports, states that: 

‘All imports and sales of food products prepared abroad must be authorized 
by the National Health Service, the Service having assured itself that the 
foodstuffs comply with the requirements of the present decree and its 
annexes and that in other respects they do not constitute a danger to public 
health. 

‘Excluded from the foregoing provision are agricultural and fishing 
products in a natural state and not subjected to any transformation or indus- 
trial processing and not falling under Article 174 of the Sanitary Code.’

Bonding of Automobile Importers 


‘THE UNITED STATES Treasury has adopted regulations which in 
certain cases would require a special bond from importers of auto- 
mobiles, trucks, buses and other articles which are subject to the 
excise tax imposed under Section 4061(a) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954. 

Every importer of such articles must apply for a determination of 
whether he is required to give such a bond in accordance with these 
regulations. Applications should be made, in writing, to the district 


director for the district in which the importer will file returns of any 
tax under Section 4061(a) for which he may incur liability. Imports 
arriving in the United States on or after January 1, 1961, will not be 
released from customs custody until the importer produces a 
statement from the district director to the effect that either no bond 
is required or the appropriate bond has been given. 
The only exemptions from these regulations are for articles which 
are: 
(i) Incidentally imported by an individual for his personal use. 
(ii) Brought into the United States for export to a foreign 
country or possession of the United States. 
(iii) Admitted to the United States free of duty as an instrument 
of international traffic. 
(iv) Admitted to the United States free of duty as a temporary 
importation under bond. 
(v) Returned to the United States after having been sold in 
the United States and exported.

Merchandise Law 


A NETHERLANDS Royal decree dated March 8, 1960, modifying 
the Spices Decree (Merchandise Law) was published in Staatsblad, 
No. 125/1960. Among other things, the decree deals with the naming 


of certain spices according to their composition and the limitation 
of ingredients which may be mixed. 


A Netherlands Royal decree dated May 14, 1960, modifying the 
Flavouring, Gravy and Soup Decree (Merchandise Law) was 
published in Staatsblad, No. 227/1960. The decree specifies that 
where these goods are packed in containers, the containers must be 
hermetically sealed and after being kept at a temperature of 30 + 
2 deg. C. for at least five but not more than seven days the goods must 
not show any deterioration and contain not more than 500 aeroob or 
anaeroob culture micro-organisms per millilitre. Goods fulfilling 
these requirements may bear the description gesteriliseerd (sterilized) 
provided they do not contain preservative. 


A Netherlands Royal decree dated August 8, 1960, modifying the 
Ice-Cream Decree (Merchandise Law) was published in Staatsblad, 
No. 344/1960. This deals, among other things, with the content of 
milk fat and certain other ingredients in ice-cream designated as 
‘cream’, ‘full-milk’, ‘milk’ or the like, also, the colouring matter to 
be used in the manufacture of ice-cream.

Turnover Tax 


UNDER the Dutch Turnover Tax Law of 1954, which superseded 
earlier legislation, most home-produced goods in the Netheslands 
are liable to turnover tax. Exporters are reminded that imported goods 
are also subject to turnover tax and certain of these pay an added 
surcharge which is imposed in order to compensate for the turnover 
tax already levied on raw materials, components and a wide range of 
services involved in the production of Dutch goods of a similar type. 
It is in no way intended as a protective device. 


With certain exceptions, the general rate of basic turnover tax on 
home produced and imported goods is 5 per cent., but the actual 
amount payable on imported goods is calculated as a fraction of the 
full landed (duty paid) value by dividing the rate of the tax by 100 less 
the rate of the tax (e.g. where the turnover tax is 5 per cent., the 
amount payable would be calculated as 5/95ths). 


In addition surcharge is payable on certain imported goods and for 
calculation purposes is added to the basic rate (e.g. where the turnover 
tax is 5/95ths (or 5 per cent.) and the surcharge is 3 per cent., the total 
amount payable would be 8/92nds).

Imports of Meat 


UNDER a Belgian Ministerial Order dated September 7, 1960, the 
import of fresh meat from all countries except the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg and the Netherlands is subject to prior authorization 
by the Chief Inspector of the Veterinary Service of the Belgian 
Ministry of Agriculture. 

Health regulations concerning the import of meat are laid down in a 
Royal decree dated April 8, 1960 (Montteur Belge of October 18, 1960). 
Among other things, the import of fresh or rendered fat, prepared or 
preserved meats or offal, is subject to the production of a health 
certificate from a veterinary surgeon officially recognized or approved 
in the country where the animal was slaughtered. 

A Royal decree dated July 14, 1960 (Momiteur Belge of October 13, 
1960) lays down regulations governing the road transport of fresh 
meat, meat products and preserves, meat fats and offals, for human 
consumption in Belgium.

(ii) Brought into the United States for export to a foreign 
country or possession of the United States. 
(iii) Admitted to the United States free of duty as an instrument 
of international traffic. 
(iv) Admitted to the United States free of duty as a temporary 
importation under bond. 
(v) Returned to the United States after having been sold in 
the United States and exported.

Merchandise Law 


A NETHERLANDS Royal decree dated March 8, 1960, modifying 
the Spices Decree (Merchandise Law) was published in Staatsblad, 
No. 125/1960. Among other things, the decree deals with the naming 
of certain spices according to their composition and the limitation 
of ingredients which may be mixed. 

A Netherlands Royal decree dated May 14, 1960, modifying the 
Flavouring, Gravy and Soup Decree (Merchandise Law) was 
published in Staatsblad, No. 227/1960. The decree specifies that 
where these goods are packed in containers, the containers must be 
hermetically sealed and after being kept at a temperature of 30 + 
2 deg. C. for at least five but not more than seven days the goods must 
not show any deterioration and contain not more than 500 aeroob or 
anacroob culture micro-organisms per millilitre. Goods fulfilling 
these requirements may bear the descripuion gesteriliseerd (sterilized) 
provided they do not contain preservative. 


A Netherlands Royal decree dated August 8, 1960, modifying the 
Ice-Cream Decree (Merchandise Law) was published in Staatsblad, 
No. 344/1960. This deals, among other things, with the content of 
milk fat and certain other ingredients in ice-cream designated as 
‘cream’, ‘full-milk’, ‘milk’ or the like, also, the colouring matter to 
be used in the manufacture of ice-cream.

Turnover Tax 


UNDER the Dutch Turnover Tax Law of 1954, which superseded 
earlier legislation, most home-produced goods in the Nethe:lands 
are liable to turnover tax. Exporters are reminded that imported goods 
are also subject to turnover tax and certain of these pay an added 
surcharge which is imposed in order to compensate for the turnover 
tax already levied on raw materials, components and a wide range of 
services involved in the production of Dutch goods of a similar type. 
It is in no way intended as a protective device. 


With certain exceptions, the general rate of basic turnover tax on 
home produced and imported goods is 5 per cent., but the actual 
amount payable on imported goods is calculated as a fraction of the 
full landed (duty paid) value by dividing the rate of the tax by 100 less 
the rate of the tax (e.g. where the turnover tax is 5 per cent., the 
amount payable would be calculated as 5/95ths). 


In addition surcharge is payable on certain imported goods and for 
calculation purposes is added to the basic rate (e.g. where the turnover 
tax is 5/95ths (or 5 per cent.) and the surcharge is 3 per cent., the total 
amount payable would be 8/92nds). 

Changes affecting the Netherlands turnover tax and the surcharge 
on imports are published in the Board of Trade Journal and the latest 
notice appeared in the issue dated November 11, 1960 (pages 1179 


and 1180). 
BELGIUM 


Imports of Meat 


UNDER a Belgian Ministerial Order dated September 7, 1960, the 
import of fresh meat from all countries except the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg and the Netherlands is subject to prior authorization 
by the Chief Inspector of the Veterinary Service of the Belgian 
Ministry of Agriculture. 

Health regulations concerning the import of meat are laid down in a 
Royal decree dated April 8, 1960 (Moniteur Belge of October 18, 1960). 
Among other things, the import of fresh or rendered fat, prepared or 
preserved meats or offal, is subject to the production of a health 
certificate from a veterinary surgeon officially recognized or approved 
in the country where the animal was slaughtered. 

A Royal decree dated July 14, 1960 (Moniteur Belge of October 13, 
1960) lays down regulations governing the road transport of fresh 
meat, meat products and preserves, meat fats and offals, for human 
consumption in Belgium.

Formalities for Obtaining Quota System Import 
Licences 


ON OCTOBER 25, 1960, the Ministry of National. Economy pub- 
lished a decree No. 584, concerning the formalities to be observed for 
obtaining import licences for products subject to the quota system. 
The terms are as follows: 
A. — Established Importers 

Import licences will be granted to established importers, based on their 
imports over the past three years. Such traders’ applications for their 1961 
quota must be submitted as from November next. Applications without a 
customs certificate covering the last three years will be rejected. 

Licences under each quota will be issued before January 15, 1961, and 
— must present their definitive application before September 30, 
B. — New Importers 

The licences for the import of products subject to the quota system will be 
issued in 1961 to newly established importers and will cover one-fifth of the 
total quantity to be granted. 

Licences will be allocated in July 1961 and January 1962, in respect of 
applications made in the previous six months. New importers must present 
their definitive application within a period of six months from the date of the 
notification that they have been allocated a licence. 

C.-Licences for the import of products subject to the quota system and 
not intended for commerce will only be granted in terms of the needs of 
individual applicants. 

D. — Special Provision Relating to Wooden Furniture 

The Department of Foreign Trade will draw up six monthly lists relating 
to applications for the import of wooden furniture. 

Applications submitted in the first half of 1961 and the second half of 
1961 will be decided upon during July 1961 and January 1962 respectively. 

The Department of Foreign Trade will notify the interested parties within 
15 days following the approval of the lists, of the granting or rejection of the 
applications. 

Regulations for the Import of Samples 

In continuation of the decree of October 24, 1960, regarding the import of 
products subject to the quota system, the Ministry of National Economy 
published on October 29, 1960, a decree (No. 588/A/888) regulating the 
import of samples. 

Representatives of manufacturing firms are authorized to import products 
subject to the quota system under the following conditions. 

The invoice must bear a declaration certifying that the goods dispatched 
are for display purposes. 

Goods which the applicant wishes to import must comprise several 
different samples (colour playing no role in the difference of the samples). 

While taking into account the provisions of decree No. 584, licences 
referred to in the preceding article will be issued within a period of 10 days 
as from the date of submitting the application. The Department for Foreign 
Trade will draw up a monthly list of such applications which it will submit 
for the approval of the Director of Commerce.

It is understood that, 
as far as they were able, the Board wrote to interested United Kingdom 
manufacturers or their New Zealand representatives telling them 
of the need to apply but that they will accept late applications from 
firms who were not notified in this way.

1961 Import Licensing Arrangements 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department have made the following 
announcements in connection with the 1961 Import Licensing 
Schedule (published in the Board of Trade Journal of October 7 and 
14). 


Item Code 378-3 - Ex Tariff Item 378 (1): Power Bicycles and Tri- 
cycles (including mopeds), etc. 

For import licensing purposes these machines are to be regarded as low, 
powered motorcycles fitted with motors the total cylinder capacity of which 
does not exceed 60 c.c. 

It is not necessary for them to be fitted with pedals and the motor may or 
may not be permanently attached. The primary consideration is the cylinder 
capacity of the motor. 


Item Code 247-6 — Ex Tariff Item 247 (5): Guitars, Ukeleles, Drums 
and Tambourines: 

The abo-e item code in the 1961 Schedule is cancelled and item code 
247-5 is amended by the deletion of the words ‘excluding guitars, ukeleles, 
drums and ambourines.’ 

The effect of these amendments is to include guitars, ukeleles, drums. 
and tambourines in the ‘R’ item, item code 247-5.

washers (except clutch facings) of any material other than steel or brass 


Item Code 449-10 - Ex Tariff Item 449 (2), (3) and (4): Carborundum 
Grains, etc.: 
Stones, imitation, not being beads are classed under Tariff Item 448 (3). 
Item code 449-10 is amended by the deletion of these goods, and any 
licences for their importation are to be issued under item code 448-10.
